SUCCESSFUL CANDIDATES:

Successful candidates must file the 30 Day After |e

Election Reportbefore being sworn-in to office.

Successful candidates may choose to either ter- |e

minate their committee or keep their committee
open.

Successful candidates who choose to keep their |e

committee open should amend their Statement
of Committee Organization to reflect their next
election date to receive important filing remind-
ers.

Successful candidates who choose to terminate
must disburse remaining funds or settle remain-

ing debt, close their bank account and file a 7er- |e

mination Statementalong with a full disclosure
report.

UNSUCCESSFUL CANDIDATES:

Unsuccessful candidates with more money on
hand than debt must terminate within 30 days.

Unsuccessful candidates with more debt than
money on hand may convert to a debt service
committee to retire committee debt.

To terminate your committee, disburse any re-
maining funds, settle any committee debt, close
your committee’s bank account, and file a full
disclosure campaign finance report that includes
a Termination Statement. You can terminate
your committee using the 30 Day After Election
Report.

To amend to a debt service committee, amend
your Statement of Committee Organization to
reflect that your committee is now a debt service
committee.
